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BUD KENNEDY

J.K. "Bud" Kennedy, FSU's head 
basketball coach for 18 years died 
last Friday i f cancer. 

He was 59 years old. 

After sei-vlng a year as business 
manager and asst. basketball coach 
under now Dean of Men, Donald 
Loucks, Kennedy took the reigns of 
the Seminole team. 

During his tenure Kennedy's teams 
posted 234 victories and 208 losses. 

Kennedy attended Kansas, Baker 
and Kansas State Teachers, and par- 
ticipated In football, basketball and 
crack at each school. He graduated 
from the larter In 1932. 

After serving as a high school 
coach and direct r f rl y recrea- 
tional programs, Kerii.edy j inedthe 
N:vy during World War U. He came 
to FSU following his Navy duty. 



In his 18 years at FSU Kennedy 
took the Seminoles and built them 
Into one of the Souths nnajor basket- 
ball teams. 

His success In this span was re- 
markable, but no more so than his 
ability to make new friends for the 
university. 

Buddy Manln, Sports Editor of 
"Today" descrilied Kennedy as, "A 
pan with real keen Insight for under- 
standing and patience with his play- 
ers. A friend to all, an enemy to 
none. 

"His death leaves a big void in 
college basketball and an even bigger 
void in his enourmous circle of 
friends and admirers." 

Joe Halberstein. Sports Editor of 
the 'XSatoesville Sun" remembered 
Kennedy, "(as) one FSU man who 
bad nothing but friends in Gator- 
land." 

"Respect Is not a big enough word 



to describe the affection Kennedy 
earned from players andfoes alike," 
noted AlWhltemarsh of the "Orlando 
Sentinel." 

"Playing for him was a pleasure," 
said JlmOler.aformerplayerunder 
Kennedy and now head coach at Bre- 
vard Jr. College. 

"There is just no way to describe 
the things he did for me and the 
others who were lucky enough to 
play for him. 

"Everything I've done in coaching 
goes back to what he did for me. He 
was a great person," he said. 

Another Kennedy student, Joe Wil- 
liams, is now head coach at Jackson- 
ville University. 

"Bud also felt It was important to 
help young C' -aches," said Williams. 
"1 made a lot of mistakes when 1 was 
a freshman coach at FSU, and one 
reason 1 developed so much, was 
through his patience." 



Darrel Simmons in a column for 
the "Jacksonville Journal" said of 
Ksnn^. "He spent 18 years bulld- 
basketball and making friends 
for FSU. He lost s«n« basketball 
games. I doubt If he ewer lo«t a 
friend." 

One of Kennedy's many friends in

The city pools In Tallahassee were 
closed three years ago on grounds 
of insufficient fttods by the City 
Commission. 

In a protest move Liberal Forum 
and other Interested groups are pic- 
keting City Hall to have the pools 
opened. According to a Liberal 
Forum spokesman the pools were 
closed in order to prevent Integra- 
tion. "The lack of funds was only 
an excuse." he said. 

There Is a suit in the courts now 
to have the pools opened, he ex- 
plained. "But," he continued, "it 
has been in the courts for three 
summers and It is Ukel^ to tdce 
several more." 

Other proposals such as subletlng 
the pools to private organizations 
or selling the pools has been turned 
down by the Commission. 

Concluding, the Liberal Forum 
spokesman said, "This problem In- 
volves us all. As students we have 
a unique freedom to act. We need 
not fear economic or political repri- 
sal for our actions. Students should 
help as best they can."

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Bud Kennedy 'Astounding' Changes At FSU 



One afternoon earlier this year, J.K. "Bud" Kennedy, 
FSlTs head basketball coach for the past 18 years, 
was discussii^ a subject that was very close to him ~ 
the development of basketball here and throughout the 
state. 

In the course of conversation Kennedy repeated a re- 
mark made to him by Kentucky's great coach, Adolph 
Rupp. 

Bupp had come to FSU to lead a coaching clinic, which 
Kennedy hoped would create some interest around the 

state. 

During his brief stay very little attention was given to 
the clinic. "In fact," added Kennedy, "while he was here 
not one reporter came out to talk to Rupp." 

"Just before he was to leave." the FSU coach continued. 
"Adolph came to me and said, 'Bud I wouldn't have a job 
coaching in this state. There is no interest in basketball 
down here ... no enthusiasm from the press.' '* 

Bud Kennedy, however, was here not because he did not 
have the coaching ability to get a job somewhere else, or 
because he was being paid an extremely large salary. 
He was here because he saw and accepted the challenge 
to build basketball at FSU and throughout the state. 

Through storms of disappointment, protest and criti- 
cism he brought the FSU basketball program from its 
infancy to major college status passing in ability along 
the way schools with basketball backgrounds two and 
threetimesas old as FSU's. 

Kennedy's success is attested to by the fact that he is 
passed in longevity by only two active coaches, Lyles 
Alley of Furman, and Rupp. 

Both on and off the court Kennetfy was a "gentlemen's 
gentleman." 

He seldom showed a great deal ol emotion during a 
game and arguing with a referee was rarely in evidence. 

No matter how tough a loss might have been the 
Seminole coach was always able to come up with a good 
word about both teams within a few minutes of the games 
end. 

^^^^erever he went, whether on speaking engagements, 
recruiting trips or vacationing, Kennedy always came 
back after making several new friends. Friends who 
would never forget him. 

To his players Kennedy was more than a coach. He 
took a deep personal interest in every one of them, and 
many of them looked upon him almost as a "second 
father." 

The relationship built on four years of work on and 
off the playing courts at FSU did not stop with the play- 
ers' graduation. The FSU coach had been responsible 
for getting many of "his boys" their first job. He also 
kept in contact with all of them. 

Kennedy's most recent and biggest dream, was anew 
"all-sports" arena for FSU. He pointed outthe financial 
and recruiting difficulties TuUy Gym presented to the 
basketball team. He emphasized that it would be close 
to impossible to expand the Seminoles' basketball pro- 
gram, without first acquiring a new coUiseum. 

In his office is a model of this projected "sports 
palace." A three story structure that could be used not 
only for basketball, but in some manner, be it practice 
or competition, by almost every sport at FSU. 

In addition it would open new opportunities for the 
circus and the entertainment series at FSU, as well as 
provide office and class room space. 

Now, because of his untimely death, Kennedy will 
never see his dream realized. There could be no finer 
tribute to the memory of this man who devoted nearly 
the last two decades to building a better State and 
University than expediating the consturction of the arena „ 

When it is completed no one would have far to look to 
see whose name it should carry - basketball at FSU and 
i-^ud Kenne(fy are inseperable.

degrees at the university. His puL- 
licatluns, which Include a .'jeginning 
French grammar book, have served 
many more and are now being used 
In colleges and universities all over 
the country. 

Micks has witnessed many changes 
In the teaching of modem languages. 
Not the least of these has been the 
switch from the laborf us, .f;en dull, 
drilling In grarrimar rules to the new 

ral appr ach, he said. In the latter 
method the student learns by listen- 
ing and acquires some speaking 
knowledge of ttte language before he 
reads or writes It. 

Micks has a bachelor's degreefroir. 
Union College, Schenectady, N.Y., a 
master's degree from Harvard and 
his doctorate from the University of 
Toulouse. 

He has also studied at the Sorbonne, 
the University of Grenoble, the Uni- 
versity of Laval in Quebec, the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania and at Col- 
umbia University. He Is a member 
of the Alpha Delta Phi fraternity.

A new grant of $50,000 from the US 
Office of Educatl m will be used to 
purchase additional special under- 
graduate instructional equipment for 
the Educational Media Center, Dept.

Student Body President Larry Gon- 
zalez, announced today the appoint- 
ment of an executive commission to 
formulate revlslonof what he termed 
an "antiquated judicial system." 

Mel Smith, former sec. of state, 
sec. of intercollegiate and public af- 
fairs, and presently amemberofthe 
Summer Legislative Council, has 
been named to head the commission. 
Other members Include Pete Crow- 
ell, Alice Davies, Brenda Epperson, 
Karen Hammond, Jim Harrison, 
Gary Karsner, Geoiv* Nof* and 
Margaret Wilkerson. 

Commenting on his action Gonzalez 
said, "Student Government has long 
apologized to students for a multi- 
tude of inequities perpetrated by our 
existing judicial structure." 

He alao ooimMntad "It has been 
felt l>y fonncr sQident leaders that 
the prewBt tymtm. should be given 
a dunce to WMk Itself Into an effec- 
tive Judicial body. Itafortunately." 
he contliiued, "dw test of time has 
proven that the vary concept upon 
which the present system Is based 
is in need of revision. That Repre- 
sent system has been given an ade- 
quate chance and failed, wa iraist 
admit ... the purpose of the newly 
established comntlssion will be to 
meet our urgent need for a fair and 
workable judicial system." 

Gonzalez went on to point out that 
even though major revision of our 
court structure is needed"... my 
main consideration Is that of guar- 
anteeing to every individual student 
the same rights to which he would 
be entitled in any U.S. clvU court.

Sexual Behavior 
Topic At Forum 

"Recent Trends InSexual Behavior 
on College Campuses" will be the 
topic of discussion Wednesday after- 
noon in the Florida Room of the 
Union at 4 p.m. by Dr. Edwin Hartz, 
professor of Social Welfare at FSU. 

According to Hanz, "Atthe core 
of the 'sexual problems' on Amer- 
ican campuses Is the issue of clari- 
fying and specifying sexual values. 

"Students on campuses are asking 
what do we really believe about the 
rlghtness and wrongness of Intimate 
relations between men and women 
More marriage? Should we strive 
for a flli«le code for the entire 
society, permitting some devlancy 
in -some circumstances, or should 
we encourage a variety of compet- 
is^ coeds to exist?" he continued. 

"Tha automobile, contraceptive 
devices, woman's equality and the 
faster pace of urbanized living have 
combined to weaken the traditional 
moree. Automobiles, penicillin and 
the pill have lessened the threats 
of detection. Infection and conc^ 
tlon," said Hartz.

By refusing to listen to any dis- 
cussion on the matter, die Tallahas- 
see City Commission in a metting 
Tuesday afternoon shot down any 
hopes of ha^ the municQial pools 
opened this summer. 
The Tallahassee public swimming 
pools had been closed in July 1964 
for "financial reasons" following a 
"wade-ln' by Negroes atcraeoC^ 
three pools. 

Since that time the Commission has 
stood its ground on the matter by 
saying the cost of reopening die pools 

is too expensive. 

In Tuesday afternoon's meeting 
Tallahassee Mayor W.H. Gates, who 
presided, said, "We are notgoingto 
discuss the swimming pools ... it is 
a closed matter." 

In the course of the meeting, inter- 
ested citizens served the Commission 
with petitions which the members 
chose to ignore. One citizen re- 
marked that the issue will be taken 
to the polls, referring to next year's 
city elections when two of the Com- 
mission members will be sp for re- 
election. 

Acting-president of Liberal Forum 
Doug Schocke asked Gates to hold a 
public hearing on the Issue. Gates 
refused to respond and adjourned 
the meeting. 

Bring ID'S To Pool 

Beginning tomorrow identification 
cards will be checked at the Union 
Pool and the Reservation swimming 
area to insure that only authorized 
people are using these facilities, 
Dr. Herb Reinhard, director of ihe 
Union, announced today. 

Any student, faculty or staff mem- 
ber who wishes to use these facil- 
ities must present a valid ID card 
to gain admission, he said. 

Those persons who are authorized 
are: all students, faculty, staff, 
members of the Alumni Assoc., their 
immediate families, official guesu 
of die University and a datedrhoose 
gucgt of one of the above. 

HouM guesM, University guesti 
and families may obtain guest recre- 
ation cards at the main de^ ef ^ 
Union. 



Earlier Kenzle Steele, pastor of the 
Bethel Baptist Church and president 
of the inter-Civic Council, was ruled 
out of order by Gates when Steele 
said, "This is a public meeting, the 
pools beloiv to all citizens of Talla- 
hassee." 

The mayor responded, "Shall 1 ask 
someone to come in and help you out ? 
We don't want dissmtion here." 

The other City Commissioners re- 
mained silent on the issup and did 
not commit dmnselves to opening 
the swimming pools during the 
course of the meeting.

Will the Tallahassee city government ever grow up? 

Tuesday, though they accepted several petitions for 
the opening of the Tallahassee swimming pools, the City 
Commissioners did so with the same bad grace they have 
shown in dealing with any ideas on the subject of race 
which happens to be in conflict with their cati. 

Had they witnessed it, we are sure that many Talla- 
hasseans would have been embarrassed by the discour- 
teous and dictatorial manner with \(iiich the Commission 
conducted itself. 

Seemingly oblivious to the recent drownings, and the 
dangers of children playing in the streets (who might 
otherwise be swimming in the pools) they remained 
adament not only on the openii^ of these facilities, but 
even on the question of a public discussion of the issue. 

The meeting ended when, as a last resort to forstall 
discussion even in the limited context of the present 
group, one of the Commissioners cut off a question in 
mid-sentence by ac^ouming the session. 

Aside from the question of the openii^ of the pools, 
there is another issue at stake here. 

When citizens petition their representatives, they have 
a right to expect that their views will be courteously 
received, and that they will be taken into consideration. 
When they responsibly question their government, citi- 
zens have a right to an answer. 

It is not up to representatives to tell their constituents 
what is a closed issue and what is not, but rather the 
other way around. 
All of this is basic. 

Equally basic is the question of the opening of the 
pools. Here, as before we are referring to the Govern- 
ment, and not to the people of Tallahassee. We are 
certain that they support open pools simply from the 
point of view that regardless of their own ideas on race, 
they have no right to restrict those who would freely 
choose to swim. 

We have heard this sentiment from many local resi- 
dents. Malcom Johnson editor of the Democrat has even 
expressed it editorially. 
Why then, have the Commissioners not acted. 
Surely they know that without some progress, there is 
bound to be protest, not only from the Negro community, 
but also from the wiiites viho also want to use the pools. 

While little or no credit can be given the Commission 
for the improvement in race relations which has taken 
place over the years, these men must realize that if they 
do not at least make an effort the situation will surely 
deteriorate. 

There is already protest, and it will certainly in- 
crease for it is a just protest and we support it. The 
next move is up to the Commission.

The new director, vbo will devote 
half time to the Honors Program, is 
an honor graduate of Hanover Col- 
lege and holds an M.A. degree from 
the University of Michigan and a 
PhD from the University o North 
Carolina. 

He has been a member of the FSU 
faculty since 1962. Bdfore coming to 
Tallahassee he taught at the Univer- 
sity of Georgia and Tufts University.

Students study In the lower divi- 
sion Honors Program through their 
sophomore year. Students also may 
study In the upper division Honors 
Program during their junior and 
senior years. In this program, which 
Is administered by the various de- 
partments, the students select afield 
of specialty, not necessarily their 
major, and frequently do a thesls- 
qrpepeper.

Apthorp To Talk 
On Constitution 

James Aptborp, Jr., Executive 
Asst. to the Sec. of the Stan of 
Florida, will present the topic "The 
State of Affairs in Florida" at tbe 
Forum Series Wednesday. 

In reference to the Forum, Ap- 
thorp said, "I would like to place 
some emphasis on challenges facing 
Florida's government and particu- 
larly on constitutional revision, edu- 
cation and the DoDiilation explosion. 

"It appears to me that we snould 
be concerned about these matters at 
this time because we have a new 
legislature made up of younger and 
more aggressive people who have the 
capabilities to meet these needs if 
they are given a chance to get their 
feet on this ground. Students should 
be even more de^ly concerned about 
tbe affairs of their state govern- 
ment because the opportunttles for 
their participation will be greatly 
expanded," he said.

In spite of efforts both by the "Flambeau," and by 
Stuctent Government, we can see no in5)rovement in 

faculty-student relations. 

It is ironic that in spite of frequent classroom con- 
tacts, the average stu(tent is just as alienated from the 
faculty as he is from the president of the University. 

Few, if any, professors make a habit of associating 
with their students out-of-class, and indeed some take 
great pains to avoid places frequented by students. 

Instead of inviting the students to join with them in 
the resolution of the great problems facing the Univer- 
sity, the faculty denies the stuctents access to the groups 
working to solutions, even to the extent of refusing to 
furnish them with the knowledge that the problem exists. 

This has been the way in the past. 

Now, however, we are reaching a point of departure 
from old ways. Our University is growing, and, we hope, 
maturing. 

It is therefore time to reevaluate old ideas and to hear 
new ones. Instead of falling into the trap of dealing only 

with the most obvious problems, we must re-examine 
even our basic premises. We must resolve the issues 
of the past and plan for the future. 

We ask not only that this general reevaluation take 
place, but that it be done jointly, by the students and the 
faculty. (By the students, we mean the general student 
body, not just the student government.) 

Specifically, we request that the faculty use the time 
remaining in this summer to plan a series of open 
faculty-student meetings for the fall, as a preliminary 
step toward a close and permanent relationship. Then 
we can review the past, and begin planning for the future 
with a clean slate.

Yet as an undergraduioe at "Bar- 
nard College, where she held a 
Pulitzer scholarship, she had be 
planning to go into political jounif..-- 
llsm BS a career. Her honors pro- 
fessor there was Raymond Moley, 
who subsequently was a member of 
the brain trust of the early New 
Deal and presently is edftorofNem- 
week Magazine. 

After getting her degree at Bar- 
nard, Miss Irish worked for a year 
as librarian in govenunent and law 
at Lafayette College, then went on 
to graduate work at Bryn Mawr, 
where she got a master's d^tee in 
politic* and economics in 1932. 

At FSCW she striped into avacan- 
cy caused by the resignttlon of Dr. 
Bessie Caner Randolph, who had 
been professor of political science 
and department head since 1926. 
Dr. Randolph had been named pres- 
ident f Kolllns College, a position 
whe filled from 1933 to 1950. She 
died earlier this month at the age 
of 81 In Lynchburg, Va. 

Miss Irish was appfjlnted head of the 
Division 'A Political Science In 1940, 
a year after she completed work on 
her PhD at Yale. She served as head 
of the division (later called Dept. of 
Political Science and then Dept. of 
Government) until In 1963 she gave 
up her administrative duties to de- 
vote full tlifle to teaching and re- 
search. 

In 1957 she won the most coveted 
honor a faculty member can receive 
here, the Distinguished Professor- 
ship. Shortly before this Miss Irish 
had told a freshman honors meet- 
ing what she thought the role of a 
professor should be: "To torment 
the student, unsettle his mind, pro- 
voke him into finding out for him- 
self what a man can reasonably 
believe in a turbulent world." 

Miss Irish probably Is more widely 
known to American c liege students 
from the textbook, 'The Politics of 
American Democracy" than from 
any other writings. She and James 
W. Prothro are the co-authors of 
the book. Originally published in 
1959 It is being revised for a fourth 
edition, which will appear in tbefall 
<a 1967. 

She's published three other books 
'and a fifth, "Tlie Impact of Presi- 
dential Transition on American For- 
eign Policy," Is in process of pub- 
lication. 

Her anicles have frequently ap- 
peared in political science journals 
and she has written for such publlca- 

■Ir.ns as the Sewanee Review and 
The American Scholar. Her jour- 
nalistic sense for the telling phrase 
has resulted In her brealclr.g Into 
print occasionally In magazines like 
the Saturday Evening Post. 

In 1957 she was scmiewhat dismayed 
when the British publication. New 
Statesman, captioned her article 
about President Blsenbower's con- 
ception of the prestdency "The 
Cipher in the White House." She 
toned down the title to "The Organ- 
ization Man in The Presidency" for 
Journal of Politics. 

She's now in the second year as 
editor of The Joumal of. Politics 
and the editorial office will move 
with her tu Washington. 

She's never regretted her decision 
to go into political science instead 
of political reporting. "It's been a 
creative experience and I 
enjoyed it,' siie said.

On July 7, 1966, Justice in Florida's 
i^gal system moved forward — 
almost. On this date tbe trial of 
Mary Louise Robinson ended. This 
mother of nine was <m trial for her 
life, accused of tbe bloody staU>ta« 
of ber boyfriend. 

The controversial Circuit Judge 
Richard Kelly had ordered the' un- 
precedented action of dividing the 
trial into separate stages of guilt 
and mercy. If the Jury returned a 
verdict of guilty as charged, addi- 
tional evidence was to be presented 
and the Jury would then separately 
consider the question of mercy. If 
It failed to recommend mercy, the 
death penalty would be mandatory. 

Fortunately or luifortunately, de- 
pending on the side of tbe bars from 
which you observe this action, the 
prosecution agreed to dnq>the mur- 
der charge and acc^ a plea of 
manslau^ter. Thus, as one obser- 
ver noted, "Tbe gate was shut be- 
fore Mrs. Bsbtmaa could step 
through into tbe pages of legal im- 
mortality. She tamed bade, though, 
with ber life." 

What does this have to do with 
Justice In FIorida7TheFloridategal 
system operates under tbe most ar- 
chaic and severe injustice of tbose 
many Injustices left over from the 
darker afes— aytal punishnient.

This atrocity, used so effectively 
In the South to keep the Negroes 
and the poor In their place, would 
have been lessened by the split trial 
approach. (A sad commentary on 
Itfe in this society Is evident when 
reformers must talk of lessening, 
rather than correcting such atroci- 
ties). 

Most l^al ejqwrts have agreed 
that this would have been a needed 
improvement of "value to the state 
and the defendant." There would be 
far less reluctance to find the de- 
fendant guilty if the Jury knew that 
It could legally consider the (fuestlon 
of mercy separately. And, more im- 
portantly, there would be greater 
thought given to die idea of tbe Jus- 
tice of capital punlstament if each 
juror had to vote to send a map to 
his death, rather than tatttng the 
Judge pronounce sentence. 

Each of the twelve Jurors wotdd 
have to say, 'This person must dlel" 
This writer could not do so; for 
clearly society has failed the mur- 
derer as much as Ite murderer has 
failed society. 
Capital punishment Is just one 
small part of larger set of Injus- 
tices found In Florida. (Florida is, 
of course, not the only state prac- 
ticing such unjustlces, but this fact 
does not lessen our guilt.) 

Dally one is struck by a "sense of 
Injustice." Not to be aware of this 
Is not to be aware of the world 
around you. To write of these un- 
justlces (from the Immediate out- 
rage of closed swimming pools In 
96 degree heat to the larger social 
injustice of illiteracy and hunger In 
a period of abundance) would require 
more pages than Is possible to write 
in a lifetime. Not to think about these 
injustices is equally impossible.
